In solid rich brown pottery, with flower 
decoration in white relief ; fine glaze. 
Made by Asbury of Shelton. Period about 
1730. 



519 Old Lowestoft Flat Plate 

Festoon and flower decoration in enamel. 



520 Old Lowestoft Flat Plate 

Floral spray decoration ; in unusual pur- 
plish pink enamel. 



521 Rare and Beautiful Old Porcelain Bas- 
ket with Cover and Tray 

Unusually fine pierced lacework design ; 
decorated with floral sprays and blue and 
gold ribband effect ; fine enamel of early 
hand-potted Dresden ; Royal factory cross- 
ed sword mark, with dot of the "King's" 
'period; date about 1775. 



522 Rare Early Staffordshire Teapot 

Husk festoon and urn decoration in apple 
green on Indian red ground; entwined 
handles ; flower knob ; period about 1750. 



523 Fine Old Lowestoft Mug 

Gilt husk and festoon border; with floral 
spray decoration and panel emblematic of 
Masonry ; entwined handles ; unusual fine 
paste. 



524 Rare Old Wheildon Tea Caddy 

Decorated in relief, with unusual tortoise 
shell coloring ; fine glaze ; period about 
1750. 



525 Fine Old Silver Lustre Teapot 

Solid lustre decoration ; quaint shape ; fine 



glaze. 



526 Exceptionally Fine Old Lowestoft Cider 
Jug 

Heavy rose and floral spray decoration, 
with sacred birds, in enamel ; lace border 
in blue at the neck ; fine paste ; early pe- 
riod. 



527 Two Rare Old Burslem Flower Pots 
with Trays 

Floral spray decoration on deep yellow 
ground ; blue border. 



528 Fine Old Leeds Creamware Basket and 
Tray 

Openwork entwined wickerwork design ; 
twist handles ; fine glazing. 



529 Old Silver Lustre Mug 

Plain form; solid lustre decoration; with 
copper lustre lining. 

530 Rare Old Early Crouchware Milk Jug 

with Cover 

Tortoise shell decoration on cream ground ; 
entwined handle; fine iridescent glaze; pe- 
riod about 1740. 

531 Small Oriental Beaker 

Blue scroll and flower decoration, with 
Chinese domestic scenes in enamel ; period 
about 1750. 

532 Rare Old Jackfield Teapot 

Conventional black slip decoration ; fine 
glaze; quaint form. 

533 Small Oriental Vase 

Floral spray decoration on relief body; do- 
mestic scene panels in enamel ; period about 
1750. 

534 Fine Old Lowestoft Ale Mug 

Profusely decorated with a deep diaper 
border and floral sprays in gold and 
enamel ; fine paste. 

535 Rare Old Delft Condiment Dish 

Conventional blue flower decoration; oa 
feet; with twisted handles; early period. 



536 Rare Old Jackfield Teapot 

In solid black lustre ; on tripod legs ; quaint 
form ; fine glaze ; period about 1750. 

537 Rare Old Fulham Ale Jug 

With solid silver hallmarked cover; hunt- 
ing decoration in relief on grayish brown 
ground. 

538 Rare Old Leedsware Basket and Tray 

Incised and wickerwork pattern, with un- 
usual landscape panels ; fine glaze. 

539 Two Rare Old Burslem Flower Pots 

with Trays 

Heavy flower decoration on canary ground, 
pink lustre borders. 

540 Rare Old Wedgwood Vase 

In black basalts ; classic form ; with relief 
panel of Cupid's car, designed by Le Brun ; 
marked "Wedgwood and Bentley." Pe- 
riod 1770. 

541 Rare Old Mennecy Teapot 

Solid white decoration ; factory marks ; 
probably by Francis Barbin. Period, about 
1760. 

542 Old Lowestoft Helmet Cream Jug 

Conventional scroll and rose spray decora- 
tion. 



543 Rare Old Staffordshire Basket and Tray 

Pierced openwork wicker design; with 
conventional blue transfer Chinese decora- 
tion ; period about 1800. 

544 Two Rare Old Salt Glaze Wall Vases 

Cornucopia shape ; with medallion decora- 
tion in relief. Very rare. 

545 Two Quaint Old Leedsware Mustard 

Pots with Covers 

Incised wicker decoration; melon shape. 

546 Rare Old Wheildon Milk Jug 

In slip tortoise shell decoration; on feet; 
with grapevine decoration in relief ; fine 
glaze. 

547 Fine Old Worcester Teapot 

Dr. Wall period; blue flower decoration 
under glaze ; crescent mark. 

548 Fine Old Staffordshire Jug 

Black transfer decoration, by Sadler & 
Green, on deep yellow ground. 



549 Quaint Old Ruddlestadt Milk Pot with 
Cover 



Traced blue flower decoration ; factory 
marked; period about 1790.

Decorated with a gold-starred blue border 
and escutcheon, with monogram; entwined 
handle.

"Old Woman with Basket of Flowers." 
Fine green and iridescent glazing; unus- 
ually good modeling. 



552 Unique Old Leedsware Butter Tub, with 
Cover and Tray 

Pierced openwork borders; entwined han- 
dles ; lead glazing on cream ground. 



553 Rare Old Fulda Coffee Pot 

Reeded design ; with unusual castle decora- 
tion in purplish pink; hard paste. This 
factory was established at Hesse about 
1770. Rare collection piece. 



554 Two Curious Old Wedgwood Jars 

In red terra cotta ; exotic bird and flower 
decoration in colored enamels ; mark 
"Wedgwood" ; pre-Bentley period ; date, 
1760.

556 Rare Old Wedgwood Teapot 

In unusual grayish brown lava ware; fine 
Etruscan scroll decoration in relief; pre- 
jasper period, about 1770. The mark, 
"Wedgwood," is barely distinguishable. 

557 Rare Old Fulda Sugar Basin with Cover 

Reeded design; with unusual castle deco- 
ration in purplish pink ; hard paste. This 
factory was established at Hesse about 
1770. 

558 Rare Old Ludwigsburg Figurine 

"Boy with Flute." Beautifully modeled; 
fine soft color and glaze. This factory was 
founded in 1758 and closed in 1815. Pe- 
riod about 1770. 

559 Beautiful Old Blue and White Jasper 

Teapot 

Turner Ware. Graceful oval form, with 
wicker pattern border at base ; classic 
white relief decoration ; marked "Turner." 
John Turner was well known for his copies 
of Wedgwood's jasper ware. His factory 
was established at Lane End about 1762. 

560 Rare Old Chinese Vase 

Richly decorated in deep red and blue scroil 
pattern, with mandarin panels in enamel. 

561 Fine Old Lowestoft Cider Jug 

Gilt scroll and flower decoration, with 
monogram in panel. 



562 Fine Old Leeds Creamware Teapot 

Unusual flower decoration, in oiled metal- 
lic colors ; quaint shape. 

563 Old Ruddlestadt Milk Jug with Cover 

Traced blue flower decoration; reeded de- 
sign ; factory mark ; period, about 1770. 

564 Massive Old Sunderland Cider Jug 

Panel decoration, in black transfer, with 
poetic inscription and sailor's arms ; pink 
lustre borders. 

565 Rare Old Bennington Ware Toby 

Dark tortoise shell glaze; with complete 
cocked hat. 



566 Rare Old Chinese Teapot 

Unusual panel decoration of domestic 
scenes ; gilt pencilling, on heavy deep or- 
ange ground ; Kien-Lung period. 

567 Fine Old Ruddlestadt Milk Jug with 

Cover 

Reeded design ; rich flower decoration ; pe- 
riod about 1770. 

568 Old Sunderland Milk Jug 

Black transfer panel, with Mariner's Arms, 
poetic inscription and view of Sunderland 
Bridge ; pink lustre decoration on neck. 



569 Rare Old Wheildon Teapot 

Solid tortoise shell decoration; quaint 
shape. Collection piece. . 

570 Very Rare Old Delft Compote 

Fine polychrome decoration; paste and 
glaze; rooster mark, meaning from the 
factory of Hartog, Amsterdam potter, 
about 1780. Rare piece. 

571 Rare Old Proskau Teapot 

Curious iridescent green decoration; reed- 
ed design ; terra cotta ware ; period about 
1790. 

572 Massive Old Sunderland Cider Jug 

Transfer panel decoration, with poetic 
sailor's inscription and view of the Sun- 
derland Bridge; pink lustre scrolls and 
borders. 

573 Fine Old Hannong Figurine 

"Milkmaid." Fine soft paste. Beautiful 
glaze. 

574 Old Wheildon Tea Caddy 

Round fluted design, with iridescent green 
stripe decoration. 

575 Quaint Old Ruddlestadt Milk Pot with 

Cover 

Flower decoration in unusual purplish red ; 
factory marked; period, about 1780. 



Rare Old Delft Teapot 

Richly decorated in conventional blue 
flower designs; Queen Anne shape; fine 
paste; period, about 1750. 

Old Wheildon Sugar Bowl with Cover 

Round fluted design, with iridescent green 
stripe decoration; fine glaze. 

Fine Old Marcolini Teapot 

Rich gold and flower decoration ; unusual 
form ; Royal factory marks. 

Two Beautiful Old Wedgwood Vases 

Jasper ware ; unusual square form on claw 
feet, with platform base ; classic relief dec- 
oration in white on light blue ground; 
mark "Wedgwood" ; pre-Bentley period. 



Very Rare Old Ruby Glass Teapot 

Queen Anne design ; finely cut in flower 
pattern ; with original hallmarked silver gilt 
cover and base. This piece has been pro- 
nounced to be an original specimen of the 
glass made by Kunkel, the discoverer of 
the art of coloring glass. 



58i Set of Exceptionally Rare Old Chinese 
Mantel Garniture 



Five pieces, comprising three vases with 
covers and two beakers. Richly decorated 
in deep red and blue scroll pattern, with 
mandarin panels in enamel; Kang-he pe- 
riod, about 1700. 



582 Exceptionally Fine Old Wedgwood Vase 

In black basalts ; antique classic form, with 
entwined snake handles and terminal 
heads ; decoration of Cupids and goddesses 
in fine tooled relief on body; marked 
"Wedgwood" ; pre-Bentley period, about 
1770. 



583 Very Rare Early English Teapot 

In solid agate ware; beautiful brown, blue 
and cream color in mottled effect ; fine light 
paste; beautiful glaze; period about 1740. 
Unusually fine specimen. 



584 Exceptionally Rare Old Nottingham 
Puzzle Jug 

With grotesque handle; curious circular 
flat form; sun panels in relief, surrounded 
by inscription and date; 1800; profusely 
decorated in unique marbled effect and 
Chinese motifs. Rare old museum piece.

585 Exceptionally Fine Old Worcester Tea- 
pot 

Dr. Wall period; beautifully decorated in 
flower spray designs, with unusual blue 
lace pattern border; fine paste; conven- 
tional crescent mark. Fine specimen. 



586 Rare Old Furstenburg Tea and Coffee 
Service 

Comprising Coffee Pot, Teapot, Tea Caddy 
Cake Plate and six Cups and Saucers. 
Decorated with classic cameo medallions in 
sepia and gold-penciled floral spray de- 
signs ; fine glaze on soft white ground ; fac- 
tory marks ; period, 1760. 



587 Two Rare Old Granite Ware Vases, 
with Reversible Candlestick Tops 

With white handles and relief decoration; 
on square black basalts bases ; mark, 
"Wedgwood & Bentley, Etruria" ; period, 
about 1770. 



588 Exceptionally Rare Old English Water 
Jar 

Cut from dark blue stone of unusual light 
texture; with original screw top pewter 
cover; engraved with initials and date, 
1675. These jars were commonly known 
as "Blue John Bottles" and were very 
much in use in England before pottery 
came into common use. Exceptionally rare 
collection or museum specimen. 



{8g Very Rare Old Elers Teapot 

In terra cotta ware ; hexagonal form ; with 
cherry blossom decoration in fine relief ; 
delicately wrought gold chain, with fila- 
gree knob for cover and rosette, set with 
pearls. From the character of the decora- 
tion and the quality of the paste, this piece 
is undoubtedly one of the fine early speci- 
mens made by the Elers Brothers in imi- 
tation of the red wares of Japan. An un- 
usually rare and beautiful collector's speci- 
men. 

590 Set of Four Rare and Beautiful Old 
Chelsea Figurines 

"The Continents, America, Europe, Asia 
and Africa." Each figure is symbolic of 
the continent it represents ; finely modeled 
and decorated. From the quality of the 
paste and the modeling, these figurines are 
undoubtedly of the Duesbury period, date 
about 1760. (Illustrated.) 



591 Set of Four Exquisite Rare Old Chelsea 
Figurines 

"The Seasons." Beautifully modeled and 
decorated in gold and colors. From the 
quality of the paste and the decoration on 
these figurines, they were undoubtedly 
made during the Duesbury period, date 
about 1775. (Illustrated.) 



592 Two Magnificent Old Wedgwood Vases 
with Covers, on Drum-Shaped Ped- 
estals 

Known as the Campania Vases. Beautiful 
classic urn form with handles, on square 
ormolu bases ; the body of the vases and 
pedestals are decorated with broad green 
interlaced bands on white ground, the up- 
right bands being finished with a fine run- 
ning vine pattern in white relief, while the 
white interstices are decorated with a ca- 
nary yellow flower in relief, oak and vine 
borders. These vases are among the most 
important pieces of jasper ware turned out 
by this master potter; pre-Bentley period; 
impressed mark "Wedgwood"; date, 1773.
